One  note  of  caution;  before  you  jump  to  erroneous  con¬ 
clusions  about  the  increase  in  advertising  space,  remember 
that  to  a  certain  extent  the  increased  advertising  revenues 
have  made  iwssible  the  increase  in  space  available  for  news. 

One  set  of  figures  not  included  was  the  number  of  eight- 
page  papers.  During  the  first  semester  of  1960-61,  two  eight- 
pagers  were  printed.  ’61-’62  had  one,  ’62-’63  had  three  and  the 
past  semester  had  eight  eight-pagers  and  one  twelve-page 
paper.

Letter  To  The  Editor 


We  are  frequently  bombard¬ 
ed  with  questions  about  why 
we  don’t  write  an  ediUiiral 
about  various  subjects.  Tlie 
person  asking  the  question 
usually  has  a  complaint  to 
make  about  something  or  feels 
that  he  has  gotten  a  raw  deal. 

Our  reasons  for  not  launch¬ 
ing  into  a  vigorous  editorial 
campaign  to  slay  every  drag¬ 
on  we  hear  about  are  numer¬ 
ous.  (1).  There  are  subjects 
on  which  we  are  not  qualified 
to  speak.  (2).  Some  problems 
exist  because  of  factors  which 
cannot  be  changed.  (3).  Some 
attitudes  and  problems  would 
only  be  worsened  by  attack 
or  publicity  while  they  could 
be  solved  by  other  means. 

The  question  we  ask  is:  Why 
don’t  you  write  a  letter  to  the 
Editor?  If  you  know  so  rnucli 
about  something  and  feel  you 
have  something  worthwhile  to 
say,  write  it  down  and  we’ll 
print  it.  .  This  is  not  to  say  that 
we  will  print  absolutely  every¬ 
thing  that  anyone  turns  in.  The 
letter  must  stay  within  certain 
bounds  of  decency  and  libel. 
But  we  will  not  censor  the  let¬ 
ter  because  it  is  critical  of  the 
Missourian  or  of  the  College. 

As  we  have  frequently 
stated,  all  letters  must  be 
signed  so  that  we  will  know 
that  they  are  responsible  let¬ 
ters  written  by  actual  people. 
If  you  desire  that  your  name 
be  withheld,  we  will  do  so. 

If  you  have  a  gripe,  let  the 
whole  campus  know.  Write  a 
letter.

Dr.  John  Harr,  Chairman  of 
the  Social  Science  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Noz'thwest  Missouri 
State  College,  attended  a  con¬ 
ference  in  Jefferson  City  re¬ 
cently  with  officials  of  the 
Stale  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion. 

Delniar  Cobble,  Assistant 
Commissioner,  and  Paul 
Greene,  Director  of  Teacher 
Education  and  Certification, 
discussed  the  problem  of  cer¬ 
tification  of  Social  Studies 
teachers  concerning  lack  of 
depth  and  breadth  within  the 
24  hour  limitation  that  is  the 
standard  for  all  areas. 

With  six  distinct  subject 
areas  of  preparation  to  pro¬ 
vide  in  European  History, 
American  History,  American 
Government  and  Citizenship, 
Economics,  Sociology,  and 
Geography,  the  Social  Studies 
teacher  faces  a  unique  prob¬ 
lem  in  prepaartion  for  teach¬ 
ing.  A  possible  solution  was 
worked  out  with  a  recommen¬ 
dation  of  splitting  certification 
for  History  and  Government 
and  for  a  second  area  in  Eco¬ 
nomics,  Sociology,  and  Geog¬ 
raphy  of  24  hours  each. 

Also  attending  this  confer¬ 
ence  were  Mr.  John  Dix,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Missouri  CouncU 
and  Social  Studies  Supervisor 
for  Kansas  City,  and  Dean 
P'rancis  English  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the 
University  of  Missouri,  a  'past 
president  of  the  Missouri  and 
National  Councils.
